Tuesday elections, to be handily returned to the Massachu- 


setts House of Representatives. 


His opponent, Selectman 


James Miceli, with over 45% of the vote, received a total of 


3681 votes to 4422 for Cain. 


Cain’s victory assures the Wilming- 
ton Democrat of two more years in the 
House of Representatives. where he 
has already represented Wilmington 
for the past six years. 

Wilmington’s polling place. the High’ 
School. may have been the busiest in 
the County. as a result of the local 
race. Senatorial candidate Phil Brede- 

. sen of Lexington was an attest to the 
Wilmington contest. He was one of the 
first to arrive at the Wilmington polls 
and stayed in Wilmington for a long 
time. it being. he declared. the busiest 
place in the district for which he wa 


contending. 

Bredesen lost his race to Senator 
Ronald MacKenzie of Burlington. 
MacKenzie won handily, 32,952 votes 
to Bredesen's 16.000. 


Finally, about 10 2m those 
who had cars parked 1a the school lot 
were sent out to put them elsewhere, 
and parking improved for the voters.

‘The Town Crier, last week, report- 
ed some political events having to do 
with a sum of $73,000 planned for the 
Nichols Street Bridge. : 

Rep. Fred Cain had a committment 
for_a transfer of that sum of money. 
He took it to the Selectmen, for a 
routine signature of ‘five interested 
citizens’. 

The Selectmen signed that request 
for the transfer on Tuesday (Oct 27) 
and then decided to hold up trans- 
mitting the signed paper to Mr. Cain 
until Friday. The paper had to be in 

«dhe hands of the County Commission- 


~” ers at that time. 


‘The only reason for the delay seems 
to have been political. When the Town 
Crier found out about the story, last 
-week; and printed it, the Town Mana- 
ger was then accoused of having in- 
formed the Town Crier. 

‘The Town Manager did not inform 
the Town Crier. 

But, on Thursday, he was getting 
nervous. He felt there was a chance 
that Wilmington might lose that sum 
of $73,000, and he adivised the Sel- 
ectmen to ‘release’ the signed paper 
to Mr. Cain. This they finally did. 

Officer Dolan of the Wilmington 
Police was given the paper and told 
to find Mr. Cain. One and a half hours 
later. in North Wilmington, Dolan 
found Cain. 

Mr. Cain not only reftised to accept 

the signed paper from the Selectmen, 
but told Dolan to go back to the Town 
Hall and advise the Town Manager 
that a ‘five citizens’ request for a 
transfer had already been filed with 
the County Commissioners by Mr. 
Cain. 
Cain, taking no chances on the town’s 
losing the money, had had a request 
signed by other persons than the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen, and 
had already filed this request with 
the County Commissioners. 

What Mr. Cain didn’t tell Dolan was 
that among the five ‘citizens’ who had 
signed the request, to ensure getting 
the money, were two of Wilmington’s 
selectmen who did not want to play 
politics with $73,000. The two who 
signed were Mrs. Wavie Drew and 
James F. Banda.

Assistant Planner 
Still in the Air 


No official decision was reached 
by members of the Planning Board 
Tuesday night on the question of 
hiring an assistant planner to up- 
date maps and plans in prepara- 
tion for the March Town Meeting 

A proposal was made several 
weeks ago by Dan Gillis for the 
Board to investigate the possi- 
bility of hiring an engineering 
student, preferably gn a grad- 
uade level, to update the ‘Land Use 
Map, Street Name File and other 
details relative to the 701 Master 
Plan. 

Gillis noted at that time that work 
‘on the maps had fallen behind and 
that it was only a matter of some- 
one putting in a few hours a week 
for a month or two to getsthe maps 
and plans up to date. 

Dennis Hazam, 28, of Boston, was 
interviewed by the Board as a po- 
tential candidate for the position. 
A 1965 graduate of North Carolina 
State University, he has worked on 
various planning projects including 
a hospital facility-sharing plan in 
Massachusetts. 

Hazam's application was made 
through Prof. Charles Eliot who, 
at the Board's request, had posted 
notices of the position ‘at Harvard 
and M.L.T. 

Much of the assignment would be 
‘leg work’ or driving around town 
verifying records of land use and 
street names, and adding recently 
accepted streets to the files and mas- 
ter Plan. The assignment would be 
under the direction of the Planning 
Board in cooperation with Prof 
Eliot and Town Engineer. Arthur 
Harding 

The factor that is causing hesita- 
tion by the Board in hiring Hazam is 
the rate of pay. Gillis had sugges- 
ted. and the Board agreed, that a pay 
range of $3.50 to $5.00 per hour would 
be adequate since the job was both 
temporary and part-time. It was also 
suggested that the assistant planner 
start at the lower figure and work up 
to the maximum. 

Hazam has requested the higher fig- 
ure and-also 30 hours a week which 
is twice as many hours as the Board 
had proposed. 

At this writing the matter is still up 
in the air. 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding sub- 
mitted a plan to the Board for the 
widening of Woburn Street from 50 
feet to 80 feet from the Woburn Town 
Line to Eames Street. Heavy traf- . 
fic was the reason given for the 


widening. 

Harding noted that there would be 
little problem in acquiring the land on 
either side of the street since it is 
zoned Industrial and all buildings are 
set back from the pavement at least 
50 feet. 

‘The proposal was taken under consid- 
eration by the Board 

Chairman Bill Hooper read a letter 
to the Board from the State Conserva- 
Planning Board's position on the In- 
dustrial Park proposed for the North 
End by P.G.A. Realty. 

‘The letter said that the Conserva- 


tion Commission couldn't recommend 
such a plan due to possible water 
contamination from the winter salting 
of the access road and parking areas 
planned for the Route 25 Industrial 
Park. ‘This is the same opposition 
that the Board made to the plan 
September 29 at a meeting with At- 
torney Joseph Courtney who repre- 
sents the developer. 

At that time Dan Gillis and Mort 
Grant had stated that they felt the 
plans showed inadequate drainage 
facilities which could lead to sodium 
chloride deposits in the Brown's 
Crossing wellfield. 

For this reason they requested a 
more detailed development plan and 
at the same time sent a letter to 
the Conservation Commission ask- 
ing its opinion of the submitted plan. 
‘The communication read by Chairman 
Hooper was in response to that 
letter. 

Also discussed was a memo from 
‘Town Manager Sterling Morris which 
said in effect that the Board could 
not hire legal counsel to check the 
legality of the Warrant Articles prior 
to the Public Hearing. It was de- 
cided to resolve the ensuing con- 
fusion over the TM’s written state- 
ment by contacting him as soon as 
possible. 

The Planning Board's public hear- 
ing on Articles concerning High Den- 
sity Zoning and others is scheduled 
for 8 pm tonight in the Board's meet 
ing room at the former Mildred H. 
Rogers School on Grove Ave.

The letter from Stalker showed that 
their concern was heeded in Wash- 
ington. 

A report from Jerry Houghton, 
Business Manager for the Wilmingtod 
Public Schools described to the 
School Committee that the School 
Cafeteria Budget is running in the 
red. This is the case in many school 
systems, he stated, as much of the 
surplus food is being directed to 
Southeast Asia 

The problem is three-fold - rising 
salaries due to collective bargaining 
rising food prices for the schools from 
local. suppliers, and the. tow avail- 
ability of Federal commodities. - 
particularly meats. 

Houghton noted also that in 1968 
the menus showed servings of three 
kinds of meat with cheese. In 
September of 1970, no meat or cheese 
was received, and in October only 30 
cases of turkeys was received from 
an order of 55 cases. 

At the present time, there will be 
no rise in the cost of the school 
lunch to the student. To. meet 


.the need for monies to fund the 


cafeteria, the School Committee will 
place the cafeteria manager's sala- 
ries in the School Committee Budget 
and it will be voted on annually at 
the Town Meeting. ¥ 

Houghton predicts that the cafeteria 
revolving fund expenses will exceed 
the income for the Calendar Year 
1971 by $25,000. By next Septem- 
ber, he said, the school year will 
begin with no availfablé funds, which 

I!’ increase the Weficit for the 
following year. 

Surrounding school systems are 
having the same problems. In many 
cases, they have raised the cost 
of school lunches, or have decreased 
the number of extras on the menus.

River Watershed Commission, held 
Monday in Lynnfield (the first Monday 


- of November) was again‘notable to 
*- the people of Wilmitigton-in that, as

Advisory Committee Kenneth Know!- 
ton. The reservoir now in 
the planning stage seems to be the 
8,000,000 daily capacity one in Lynn- 
field. Both North Reading and Dan- 
vers are interested in possibly using 
some of the water. The new reser- 
voir,’ an embankment type, will be 
ready about 1973, and is under the 
control of the Lynnfield Center Water 
District. 

A request has been sent to the Feder- 
al HUD for aid in construction. 

Dom Tutela of School Street Wilming- 
ton, who is Town Engineer for North 
Reading, took an active part in the 
discussions. 

Mr. Tutela, early in the meeting, 
raised the question of ‘Where do we 
go from. here?’ Mr. Tutela was at- 
temipting, it seemed, to have the com- 
mission exercise more control of the 
river than ittiasy} «<> “ys 
+, Moderator Rogers :told the inéeting 
that the commission exists “for the 
purpose of advising “the legislature, 
and that possibly there might be action 
in the future to acquire reservoirs 
or other rights. ° 

Knowlton, in his report, had as a 
conclusion that there should be no 
more studies of the river area until 
the legislature gives the commission 
the right to acquire and construct 
(for reservoirs, etc)
